Obituary for Frank J. Challeen — 


Frank Challeen 
died at age 84, 
rites Tuesday 


Funeral services were held for Frank J. Challeen of the Rush Lake community Tuesday 
afternoon, Jan 2. The services were held from the Calvary Lutheran Church with the Rev. 
John Clawson officiating. Pallbearers were Emil Nelson, Homer Olson, M. J. Boswell, Rudolph 
Peterson, Russel Jennings and Wilbur Klemz; interment was in the church cemetery. Ted 
Melcher and Waldo Randall from the Eddie B. Miller Legion Post No, 240 of Braham 
presented the flag. 

Frank J. Challeen, son of Magnus and Elizabeth Challeen, was born Dec 22, 1888 in Nessel 
township, Chisago county, Minnesota. He was baptized as an infant from Calvary Lutheran 
Church and was later confirmed. He attended rural school district No. 26, known as Goebel 
school and grew to manhood. 

He was inducted into the army July 25, 1918, at Center City. After serving overseas in 
France, he was honorably discharged March 31, 1919, at Camp Dodge, lowa. 

On Nov. 14, 1928, he was married to Lillian Bryan, and they have since made their home 
at Rush Lake. 

Mr. Challeen farmed and he also had a resort on Rush Lake and later worked at the 
Cambridge State Hospital until his retirement. Sunday, Dec 24, he suffered a stroke and was 
taken to the Braham hospital where he died Wednesday, Dec. 27, at the age of 84 years. 
He is survived by his wife, Lillian; two sons, Gordon of Inver Grove Heights and Dennis of 
Winona; five grand-children; one sister, Lydia Pearson of Minneapolis; several nephews and 
nieces and other relatives. He was preceded in death by his parents and three brothers, 
Charles, John and Albert. 

Mr. Challeen was a member of the Calvary Lutheran Church at the time of his death.
